“Then saith Pilate unto Him, Speakest Thou not unto me? Know- 
est Thou not that I have power to crucify Thee? and have power to 
release thee? Jesus answered, Thou couldest have no power at all 
against Me, except it were given thee from above: therefore he that 
delivered Me unto thee hath the greater sin. And from thenceforth 
Pilate sought to release Him: but the Jews cried out, saying, If thou 
let this man go, thou art not Caesar’s friend; whosoever maketh him- 
self a king speaketh against Caesar, When Pilate therefore heard that 
saying, he brought Jesus forth, and sat down in the judgment seat in 
a place that is called the Pavement, but in the Hebrew, Gabbatha. And 
it was the preparation of the passover, and about the sixth hour: and 
he saith unto the Jews, Behold your King! But they cried out, away 
with Him, crucify Him. Pilate saith unto them, Shall I crucify your 
King? The chief priests answered, We have no king but Caesar. Then 
delivered he Him therefore unto them to be crucified. And they took 
Jesus and led Him away.’’—John 19:10-16. 


Four times in the New Testa- 
ment outside of the Gospels, Pon- 
tius Pilate is mentioned by name. 
When Peter was preaching, after 
the healing of the lame man, as re- 
corded in Acts 3:13: “The God of 
Abraham, and of Isaac, and of Ja- 
cob, the God of our fathers, hath 
glorified his Son Jesus; whom ye 
delivered up and denied him in the 
presence of Pilate, when he was 
‘determined to let him go.” In Acts 
4:27 we read, “For of a truth 
against thy holy child Jesus, 
whom thou hast anointed, both 
Herod and Pontius Pilate, with the 
Gentiles, and the people of Israel, 


were gathered together.” In Acts 
13:28 Paul, when preaching in the 
synagogue at Antioch, retold the 
story of the rejection of Christ, 
and he says, “And though they 
found no cause of death in him, 
yet desired they Pilate that he

The World's Largest Animal 


There is nothing in all today’s 
living world that is in the least 
like an elephant. In most respects 
it stands quite alone. Its huge 
size, its straight, pillar-like limbs, 
its short neck, its enormous head, 
carried quite horizontally, and, 
above all, its wonderful, elastic, 
and sensitive trunk—all make of it 
something to marvel at, an animal 
that looks as if out.of this world, 
or a survivor of long past ages. 

Elephants are now to be found 
only in the hotter parts of Asia— 
the Indian jungles, Ceylon, Su- 
matra, and a few other islands, 
and in the wilds of Central Africa. 
Remains of an interesting race of 


.“pigmy”’ elephants, many of them 


no larger than a sheep, have been 
found in the islands of Malta and 
Cyprus. 

The prehistoric form of ele- 
phant, about which we know most 
is the Mammoth, which was about 
the size and type of the Indian 


_€lephant, but was covered with a 


thick coat of short redish wool, 
interspersed with long black hairs. 
fts .bones and teeth have been 
found all over England, the north 
of Europe, North America, and’ 
remotest islands of the 
Arctic seas. Pictures of it have been 
found on the walls of caves, and 


_ carved by man’s hand on the ivory 


of its own tusks. So abundant 
are the heaps of bones and teeth 
in certain locations, that a trade 
in fossil ivory has been carried on 
for more than two centuries, for 
these Mammoths bore a fine pair 
of large, curved tusks. 

In addition to these heaps of re- 
mains, several whole animals have 
been found in an upright position, 
well below the surface of the 
€round in northern. Siberia. They 


_ seem to have sunk bodily into a 


marsh, or to have been suddenly 
overwhelmed by a landslide, ac- 
companied by a sudden change 
from a mild climate to one of in- 
tense cold. The bodies have been 


SO preserved, in many instances, 


by being so continuously frozen 
that no decomposition has set in. 

There are two kinds of ele- 
phants, the Indian or Asiatic, and 
the African. The Indian form is 
the smaller of the two, but a full- 


grown male stands from nine to 


eleven feet high at the shoulders. 
Flis great body is covered with 
a thick, much wrinkled skin, hay- 
ing only a few sparse hairs. The 
folds of skin afford a favorite feed- 
ing ground and hiding-place for 


‘many insects, so that the elephants 
‘are often seen with many insect- 


eating birds on their backs. The 
birds get quite a comfortable liv-

ing, and the elephant is glad to 
accommodate them because of 
the comfort and relief they bring 
from the annoyance of his para- 
sites—unwelcome visitors getting 
a free ride and a parking-place on 
the back of the pachyderm, 

The elephant’s neck is very pow- 
erful, but so short that no great 
range of movement by the huge 
head is possible. The head, in turn, 
must be strong enough to bear the 
weight of the heavy tusks, and 
have a large enough surface for 
the insertion of the great muscles 
needed to move the trunk. 


The animal often uses the bony 
part of the head above the trunk 
to push over things, or as a kind 
of battering-ram. Here we find a 
Strange and evidently designed 
feature to prevent injury to the 
brain when using the head in this 
way. There is a large space more 
than a foot in extent behind the 
strong outer layer of bone in front 
of the brain entirely filled with a 
network of air spaces separated by 
very thin bony plates. Similar air- 
cells are found in the bones of the 
nose and jaw, and they all com- 
municate with each other, and 
ultimately with the nostrils, so 
that air can penetrate all of them. 
Thus the enormous head is really 
not so heavy as it looks, and it 
is not at aH a vulnerable part of 
the animal, for a bullet aimed at 
the forehead loses itself harmless- 
ly in the labyrinth of air spaces 
without entering the brain. 

The front “milk” or incisor teeth 
of the young elephant are shed at 
an. early age, and their place is 
taken by the tusks, which go on 
growing throughout life, and often, 
in the male, reach a very large 
size. Those of the female are 
shorter and less curved. These 
tusks are made of: fine elastic 
“dentine,” with just a tip of 
enamel which is soon rubbed off. 
The dentine is the valuable ivory 
of commerce. 

The elephant uses his tusks for 
many purposes—rooting up plants, 
piercing or holding down an enemy, 
or supporting a heavy weight held 
in position by the trunk. He is 
always careful to keep them from 
being broken. There is no dentist 
for him, to supply him with any 
Satisfactory substitute, if he 
breaks one of these important 
teeth! 

The trunk or proboscis gives the 
elephant its chief distinction. This 
wonderful organ is a prolongation 
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of the nose, which, however, takes 
in part of the upper lip. It is a 
long, straight tube, divided down 
the middle, very elastic and mo- 
bile, being made up of rings of 
muscle, very sensitive and well 
supplied with nerves. The extrem- 
ity ends in a finger-like projection, 
which rivals in delicacy the trained 
fingers of a blind man. 

This trunk serves all the pur- 
poses of a hand, an arm, and a 
lip as well. With it he tears up 
the juicy plants upon which he 
loves to feed, and puts them into 
his mouth; with it, he can break 
down the branches of a tree and 


{strip them of. bark and leaves. If 


he so desires, he can even trim 
a branch into a fan and use it 
to drive off the flies that torment 
him ceaselessly by day. With it he 


ing it around and squirting the 
liquid into his mouth. The value of 
the trunk to the elephant is al- 
most incredible. He can, with it, 
pluck a blade of grass, or pick up 
a minute object from the ground. 
Without its aid, the huge creature 
would soon starve; for the short, 
thick neck would not permit him 
to graze; the projecting tusks 
would hinder him from reaching 
vegetables growing at the level 
of the mouth; and as water could 
not be drawn into the mouth 
without the use of this hose-like 
trunk, thirst alone would speedily 
put an end to his existence. 


In order to support the enor- 
mous weight which restS upon 
them, the legs are very stout and 
are set perpendicularly without the 
joint in the hind leg which is found 
in most animals. This pillar-like 
structure is of infinite use when 
the animal climbs up or down 
steep places. It does this with 
marvelous ease. Considering its 
bulk, the elephant is remarkably 
active. It can lie down and regain 
its feet as easily as a dog; it 
can stand upon the hind feet alone, 
or lift itself up on its forefeet; 
and it can even stand on its head. 
It cannot trot nor gallop, but 
when necessary, can travet at a 
speed of eight or ten miles an 
hour. Its longest stride is six and 
a half feet, and it cannot jump an 
inch. It is a powerful swimmer and 


ja herd will cross a broad river, 


swimming for several hours at a 
time with only the tip of the 
trunk above water. 


The Indian elephant has its 
home in the great jungles along 
the foot of the Himalayas, and 
elsewhere throughout India, the 
Malay Peninsula, and some of the 
larger islands. Usually they live 
in family parties of twenty to 
forty, but sometimes several of 
such herds unite together for a 
time. The herd is always under 
the leadership of an old “tusker’” 
who demands and receives un- 
questioning obedience. The females 
and young ones lead the way in 
marching, the males bringing up 
the rear. 

In spite of their great size and 
strength, they are very peaceable 
among themselves and towards 
other animals and man, whom 
they rarely attack. Existence de- 
pending largely on his soft and 
tender trunk, he is bound to keep 
the peace with all creatures. He 
takes the greatest care of this or- 
gan, knowing apparently that he 
cannot live without it. 

Elephants are wholly vegetarian, 
and although they have their fav- 
orite food-plants, nothing in the 
way of sses, leaves or even 
young branches comes amiss to 
them. Herds of elephants are con- 
stantly in search of new feeding 
grounds, Usually they march after 
dark, and may travel far up the 
mountain sides. They climb very 
skillfully and carefully, the leader 
testing every rock and tree-trunk, 
the rest following in single file. 

Whether in the plains or on the 
mountain sides, the one thing that 
seems absolutely indispensable is 
abundant water for drinking and 
bathing. 

A female elephant usually has 
one calf every two years. This 
baby is about three feet high at 
birth, and continues to grow for 
twenty-five years. It sucks with 
the mouth in the usual way, keep- 
ing the trunk folded back. The 
calf develops rapidly and a few 
hours after birth is able to move 
along with the herd. At first. it 
walks directly in front of the 
mother who guides it by laying her 


trunk along its back, but when 


a little stronger, the calf runs 
under her body, and will always 


retreat there on the slightest

alarm. In swimming, the young one 
is either supported by the trunk 
of the mother, or may be carried 
more conveniently on her back. 

The African elephant is a good 
deal larger than his Asiatic cous- 
ins. His ears cover a much greater 
area, his tusks are heavier and 
rather more curved, while his 
trunk has two finger-like projec- 
tions, one at either end. 

One thing which strikes us in 
our survey of animals in general 
is the endless variety in construc- 
tion, in size, in instincts, In man- 
ner of life, and vamrous other 
features, But there are always 
certain things held in common. All 
animals have the desire to live, 
even if it be at the expense of 
others. Most animals exhibit real 
solicitude towards their young. All 
mothers are equipped with the 
necessary bodily parts required for 
feeding the more or less helpless 
young. The newly born animals 
know where to go for nourishment 
and exactly what to do to get it. 
The anatomical arrangement of 
bones, muscles, joints and organs, 
is of greatest interest, each animal 
having its own peculiar and special 
gifts adapted to its needs and 
environment. All these things in- 
dicate a Power above and beyond 
the animal itself, because they 
come into existence with all these 
powers ready to be utilized. And 


this must have been true from the. 


very beginning. 

We are constantly driven back 
to our first conclusion, “In the 
beginning God created.” The evi- 
dence of a Creator is: so abundant 
and conclusive that one can scarce- 
ly understand the attempt to 
shelve this Omnipotent Source of 
all things, and to be satisfied with 
a wholly imaginary and inopera- 
tive theory which prefers to accept 
the most astonishing miracles in 
anatomical change without any 
miraculous» Power to bring them 
about. Of course, Creation is a 
miracle. We do not deny that, but 
rather derive much satisfaction 
from the conviction that such a 
Power is needed, and that this 
Power has manifested Himself in 
most unmistakable ways. 

Personally, I am more thankful 
every day for the knowledge I 
have of God, and for the revelation 
of Jesus Christ.

Eddie Martin Holds Fifth United 
Crusade in Five Months 


A united revival effort was held 
in Lexington, Kentucky, in Sep- 
tember, ending October 2nd. Evan- 
gelist Eddie Martin was used of 
God mightily in this united tent 
crusade sponsored by seven lead- 
ing Baptist churches of Lexington. 
Crowds grew from 1200 to ap- 
proximately 3000 at the tent in the 
local park. After the service on 
the second Sunday night, a storm 
levelled the tent. In an unprece- 
dented move by the University of 
Kentucky, the president granted 
permission for the revival to con- 
tinue’ in the beautiful 12,000-seat 
Coliseum for the final two weeks. 
Mr. Martin was told that Vice 
President Nixon was recently de- 
nied the use of the Coliseum for 
a political rally. In fact, a week 
before permission was granted to 
the revival effort, Senator Bark- 
Jey had been denied its use! 

Placed right on the campus of 
this great university, the crowds 
averaged around 2500 nightly with 
4300 and 6000 in attendance the 
last two Sunday nights. On the 
final Sunday night 168 people re- 
sponded to the salvation-assurance 
invitation. One of the churches 
has already baptized 40 converts 
as a result of the crusade. this 
number exceeding its baptisms for 
the entire church year of 1953. 
Similar results have been enjoyed 
in all the co-operating churches. 

Mr. Martin states that 281 
people responded to the invitation 
to accept Christ as personal Savy- 


iour; others came—hundreds of 
them—for consecration and rededi- 
eation. “I consider this crusade 


one of our greatest spiritual vic- 
tories,” he writes. 

Our brother then went to Car- 
lisle Avenue’ Baptist Church, 
Louisville, Kentucky.

Thank you for your good letter 
Saying you are flabbergasted be- 
cause we printed Dr. T. T. Martin’s 


4 sermon in which he intimates that 


while Hell is a literal place of 
torment, the fire may be figura- 
tive. : 

As you know, I differ with this 
detail of Dr. Martin’s sermon. I 
believe that there is literal fire in 
Hell. But since Dr. Martin was 
a great defender of the faith, be- 
lieved in a literal Hell of torment 
and did not particularly argue to 
prove that the fire is not literal 
fire, I thought it might be wise and 
fair to a multitude of good out- 
and-out fundamentalists who be- 
lieve as I do to allow him to ex- 
press that viewpoint. I believe that 
the fire in Hell is literal fire, and 
I believe I have proved that con- 
clusively in my book, Twelve Tre- 
mendous Themes. Briefly :— 

1. The Bible speaks repeatedly 
of fire in Hell. “I am tormented 
in this flame” (Luke 16:24). in 
the lake which burneth with fire 
and brimstone” (Rev. 21:8). “... 
the smoke of their torment ascend- 
eth up for ever and ever” (Rev. 
14:11). -“Depart from me, ye 
cursed, into everlasting fire, pre- 
pared for the devil and his angels” 
(Matt. 25:41). “...shall be in 
danger of hell fire’ (Matt. 5:22). 
‘... cast into everlasting fire... 
cast into hell fire’ (Matt. 18:8, 
9). 

For the Scripture continually to 
use such language without ever 
once indicating that it is a figure 
of speech means that honest Chris- 
tians ought to take the statement 
as literal, in my judgment. There 
are figures of speech in the Bible, 
but the context in such cases 
clearly shows that they are fig- 
ures. For example, there could be 
no doubt that it is a figure of 
speech when Jesus is called a 
“rock”; when He said, “I am the 
vine’; or, “I am the door.” When

ginning, ‘Another objection that is pressed is that the Bible 
. the language being figurative, 
the reality must be terrible.’ How did that ever get in your

Jesus said, “Go tell Herod that 
fox...’ it is obvious that the fox 
is figurative. When Jesus said, 
“Beware of the leaven of the Sad 
ducees,” it is explained that He 
referred to their doctrine. But 
where Hell is described as a place 
of fire, repeatedly, and there is 
no indication that it is figurative, 
then it is proper to regard the 
fire as literal fire. 

2. In the parable of the tares, 
it is obvious that the tares and 
wheat are figures of speech, and 
the burning of the tares is a figure. 
But in Jesus’ explanation of the 
parable He uses literal language 
which must be taken at face value. 
He says, “The Son of man shall 
send forth his angels, and they 
Shall gather out of his kingdom 
all things that offend, and them 
which do iniquity; And shall cast 
them into a furnace of fire: there 
Shall be wailing and gnashing of 
teeth” (Matt. 13:41, 42). 


Again, in the explanation of the 
parable of the net Jesus expressly 
Says that “the angels shall come 
forth, and sever the wicked from 
among the just, And shall cast 
them into the furnace of fire” 
(Matt. 13:49, 50). This is not the 
parable, but the explanation of a 
parable in literal language. 

3. We are expressly told that the 
destruction of Sodom and Gomor- 
rah by fire and brimstone is: like 
Hell. “.. making them an ensample 
unto those that after should live 
ungodly” (II Pet. 2:6). And again, 
“Even as Sodom and Gomorrah, 
and the cities about them in like 
manner, giving themselves over to 
fornication, and = going after 
strange flesh, are set forth for an 
example, suffering the vengeance 
of eternal fire’ (Jude 7). The fire 
and brimstone were not figurative 
in the case of Sodom and Gomcr- 
rah and we are specifically told 
that those people suffered ‘the 
vengeance of eternal fire.” The 
same fire which destroyed Sodom 
and Gomorrah will torment sin- 
ners in Hell. 


4. Most of the types of Hell in 
the Bible involve fire. All the 
sacrifices burned on the Jewish 
altars were intended to show the 
vengeance of God on sinners and 
how Jesus suffered the torments 
of the damned in our place. 

>. The difficulty imagined, that 
fire in Hell would annihilate 
people, is not a real difficulty with 
God. We do not understand haw 
the three Hebrew children c 
walk in the fiery furnace whic 
burned away their bonds and not 
be hurt, and not even have the 
smell of fire on their garments. 
This simply indicates that fire 
could torment people’ without 
destroying them if God so planned, 
as He says He has planned. When 


-you put a miraculous God in the 


picture, if is not hard to believe 
anything He has said. | 

The simple truth is, I think, 
that people more or less sub- 
consciously shrink from the truth 
of fire in Hell because they do 
not feel as God feels about sin 
and they would like to appease 
those who find objections,

CHRISTMAS GFT

This is the time of year we 
start scanning the store windows 
closely, looking for a sweater for 
Aunt Margaret for Christmas, or 
a game for little Tony. Most of us 
go Christmas shopping with mixed 
emotions. It’s fun, yes, and a little 
exciting, but there’s also a touch 
of apprehension as we wonder, 
“Will he like it? Will she really 
use it? Will it just get in the 
way?” And when the Christmas 
buying is all done, and part of the 
wrapping is finished, we sit back 
and breathe a sigh of relief. But 
sometimes that’s mixed with a 
little dread, too. ‘Maybe that tie 
is just a little loud for grandpa— 
he might not wear it,” a little 
voice inside says.

them, should love and seek them. 


We should have them in our homes } 


and visit them in their homes, al- 
ways having in mind to be a bless- 
ing. But Christians should not be 
bound up in the same yoke with 
unsaved people. Between the saved 
and the lost there is the same 
difference that there is between 
light and darkness, between right- 
eousness and unrighteousness, be- 
tween an idol and the temple of 
God! That is what the Scripture 
teaches! Eventually, the separa- 
tion between the saved and the 
lost will be the difference between 
Heaven: and Hell, between God 
and Satan! On this is based the 
Bible doctrine of separation, that 
Christians should not yoke up with 
unbelievers. 


‘Christians Not to Be Yoked, 
_ Have Fellowship, Communion, 
Concord, Part, or Agreement 
With Unsaved 


Examine the above Scripture 
carefully and take it at face value. 
The word unbeliever means one 
who has not believed on Christ as 
his own personal Saviour. That 
word speaks of the same kind of 
person as John 3:18 and John 3:36, 
“he that believeth not is condemn- 
ed already” and “he that believeth 
not the Son shall not see life; but 
the wrath of God abideth on him.”’ 
The Seripture means not to yoke 
up with one who has not trusted 
‘Christ as Saviour. 


This Scripture is very explicit 
concerning the association of 
saved people and lost people. Chris- 
‘“tians are not to be “yoked to- 
gether” with unbelievers. Right- 
eousness is not to have “fellow- 
‘ship” with unrighteousness. Light 
“is not to have “communien” with 
darkness. Christians are not to be 
yoked’ with unbelievers just as 
“Christ has no “concord” with Be- 
‘lial. Verse 15 plainly asks, ‘What 
part hath he that believeth with 
an infidel?’ The word infidel is 
the same as the word unbeliever. 
It does not mean a man who be- 
lieves there is no God, but one 
who does not trust Christ as his 
“Saviour. Verse 16 even suggests 
that a Christian should not have 
“agreement” with unsaved people 
since a saved person’s body is the 
temple of God and the hody of the 
unsaved is an idol, possessed of 
Satan. 


Christians are urged, therefore, 
to “come out from among them 
and be ye separate, saith the 
Lord” (v. 17), and on this basis 
God promises to receive and be a 
Father to us while we are to be 
His sons and daughters. 


Teaching of Separation Throughout 
the Bible 

One of the plainest doctrines in 

the Bible is this doctrine of Chris- 

tian separation. It was the one 

teaching that God pressed daily, 


repeatedly, eternally, upon Jews. 
Much of their ceremonial law 
pointed to this particular thing 


alone. Abraham was called to ‘‘Get 
thee out of thy country, and from 
“thy kindred, and from thy father’s 
house, unto a land that I will shew 
thee” (Gen. 12:1). Jews were _to 
be circumcised as a brand or mark 


of their separation from other’ 


people. Jews were commanded not 
to eat pork, not to eat catfish, etc. 
(Lev. 11:7, 10), not because pork 
and catfish were unfit for food, 
but as a mark to separate them 
from Gentiles around about. God 
was teaching Israel the doctrine 
that His people should be separate 
from heathen or unsaved people. 
‘Later we are plainly commanded 
“not to observe the Jewish dietary 
laws, and told that every creature 
of God is good for food (I Timothy 
4:4), but the doctrine of separa- 
tion still stands. A Jew was not 
allowed to plant two kinds of seed 
in one vineyard, not allowed to 
hitch an ox and a donkey together, 
not allowed to wear a garment of 
two different materials, part wool 
and part linen, for instance. In 
Deuteronomy 22:9-11, is given this 
remarkable Scripture: 

“Thou shalt not sow thy vine- 
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yard with divers seeds: lest the 
fruit of thy seed which thou hast 
sown, and the fruit of thy vwine- 
yard, be defiled. Thou shalt not 
plow with an ox and an ass to- 
gether. Thow shalt not wear a gar- 
ment of divers sorts, as of woollen 
and linen together.” 


When a Jewish boy was cight 
days old, he was marked with cir- 
cumcision to remind him all his 
life that the was of a separate 
people, set apart for the Lord. 

When a Jew sat down at the 
table he was reminded, “I must 
watch what I eat; I am God’s 
man.” 


When a Jew put on his shirt, 
he was reminded in his heart, “I 
cannot wear a garment of mixed 
cloth as linen and wool—that re- 
minds me that I must not mix 
with idolators and_ unbelievers, 
those who do not serve my God.” 


When the Israelitish farmer 
hitched up his team, he said in 
his heart, “God commands me not 
to plow with a mixed team. I may 
plow with two oxen or two don- 
keys; but I cannot mix them, be- 
cause God wants me to remember 
that I am not to mix with those 
who are not God’s people.” 

When the Jew started to sow 
his vineyard, God’s Word rang in 
his heart and he said, “I must not 
mix the seed in the same vineyard, 
because God wants me to remem- 
ber not to mix with unbelievers.” 

A prophet of God, sent to pro- 
nounce judgment on Jeroboam 
and his evil worship in the north- 
ern kingdom, Israel, was com- 
manded not to eat bread nor drink 
water even in that nation where 
such wickedness was tolerated. 
Because he went back to eat din- 
ner with a backslidden prophet 
who had not condemned idolatry, 
God sent a lion to kill him in the 
road! (I Kings 13:21-24). Through- 
out the Old Testament we find 
this clear and ringing teaching 
beth by precept and example, that 
God’s people must not intermingle, 
keep company, nor yoke up with 
unsaved people. 


These Teachings for New 
Testament Christians 


All the ceremonial laws of the 
Old Testament have a New Testa- 
ment application. The Jew was 
circumcised in body, but that pic- 
tured a_ circumcision of heart 
which Jew and Gentile alike must 
have if they see God in peace. 
Christians are under no obligation 
to keep ceremonial laws concern- 
ing diet, the wearing of garments 
of mixed material or hitching ox 
and ass together or sowing the 
vineyard with divers seed. Those 
are the letter of the law. That 
part is not binding on us. But 
the spiritual lesson which Jews 
should have gotten from those 
ceremonial laws is a lesson for us 
today. New Testament Christians 
under grace need not observe the 
letter of the law, but we ought 
to be more particular about the 
spirit than the Jews were. God 
wants us to be separate. So here 
in II Corinthians 6:14-18 we are 
plainly commanded that a Chris- 
tian is not to be yoked together 
with an unbeliever. 


I. Christians Should Not Be 

Yoked With Unbelievers 

in Marriage 

The command of God about be- 
ing yoked with unbelievers cer- 
tainly applies to marriage. Mar- 
riage is a yoke. The only one who 
would deny this is a man or wo- 
man who has never been married. 
When a Christian man or woman 
takes in marriage a husband or 
wife who has not been saved, then 
he -disobeys this explicit command 
of God. He yokes a believer with 
an unbeliever; he puts righteous- 
ness in fellowship with unright- 
eousness; he puts light in com- 
munion with darkness; he puts 
Christ in concord with Belial. He, 
a believer, has part with one who 
is an unbeliever and he makes the 
temple of God in agreement with 
an idol. Children of God should 
never: marry those who are not 
children of God, no matter how 
virtuous or high-minded or culti- 
vated or pleasing they may be 
outwardly. Inwardly they are 


| rebels against Christ, children of 


Hell. To do so is a sin against 
God and a sin against one’s own 
best self. It is a sin certain to 
be reaped with sorrow in the 
future. Some one has well said 
that one that marries the Devil’s 
child is sure to have trouble with 
his father-in-law. The Christian, 
married to one not a Christian, 
is certain to have trouble. Such 
a marriage should not be 
broken, and the Christian be- 
hlever should not depart from 
his unbelieving mate (I Cor. 7:10- 
16). The time to do right about 
that is before marriage. After 
marriage is too late to avoid 
trouble. All one can do _ then 
is to pray that God will save.the 
unsaved ones and try one’s best 
to atone for the sin of yoking up 
in marriage with an enemy of 
your Saviour and your God. 


In I Corinthians 7:39 the Scrip- 
ture says: 


“The wife is bound by the law 
as long as her husband liveth; but 
if her husband be dead, she is at 
liberty to be married to whom 
she will; ONLY IN THE LORD.” 

Widows have a right to remarry 
if their husbands are dead, but 
they have a right to marry “only 
in the Lord.” God mentioned spe- 
cifically widows here, but we have 
already had the general teaching 
that every Christian should: only 
be yoked up with believers, not 
with unbelievers. 


The Flood Caused by Inter- 
marriage of Saved and Lost 


The Bible is full of accounts of 
tragedies caused by the mixture 
of God’s people with the Devil's 
people. In Genesis 4:25, 26 we are 
told of the birth of Seth, evidently 
a godly man, given to Eve as 
“another seed instead of Abel, 
whom Cain slew.” This good man, 
Seth, had a son, Enos, and “then 
began men to call upon the name 
of the Lord.” 

But in the sixth chapter of Gene- 
sis we are given the account of 
how the godly line of Seth, saved 
people, “sons of God,” intermar- 
ried with the unsaved people, 
“daughters of men:” 

“And it came to pass, when 
men began to multiply on the face 
of the earth, and daughters were 
born unto them, That the sons of 
saw the daughters of men 
they were fair; and they 
them wives of all which 
chose. And the Lord said, 
spirit shall not always 
strive * with man, for that 
he also is flesh: yet his days 
shall be an hundred and twenty 
years. There were giants im the 
earth in those days; 


in unto the daughters of men, and 
they bare children to them, the 
same became mighty men which 
were of old, men of renown. And 
God saw that the wickedness of 
man was great in the earth, and 
that every ,imagination of the 
thoughts of his heart was only 
evil continually. And it repented 
the Lord that he had made man 
on the earth, and it grieved him 
at his heart. And the Lord said, 
I will destroy man whom I have 
created from the face of the earth; 
both man, and beast, and the 
creeping thing, and the fowls of 


the air; for it repenteth me that 
I have made them.’—Genesis 6: 
1-7, 


The descendants of these mixed 
marriages became so _ terribly 


wicked that God destroyed the. 


earth with a flood. The influence 


of a saved man is lost when he 


compromises and sins against God 
by marrying an unsaved woman. 
The children of such marriages 
usually follow after the unsaved 
parent, not the saved.one. AS 
Peter lost his courage when he 
sat down to warm by the soldiers’ 
fire, and as Samson found the 
Lord departed from him with his 
head in the lap of Delilah, with 
his hair cut off; so the average 
Christian who marries an unsaved 
person finds his joy gone, his 
testimony fading and a constant 
weight around his neck as he tries 
to live for God. The trouble that 
falls on the unsaved husband or 
wife is shared by the Christian 
companion yoking up with him or 
her. Remember that the family of 
Achan was stoned with him when 
that troubler of Israel died in 
the valley of Achor (Josh. 7:24- 
26). 

Solomon, the wisest man fthat 
ever lived, married unsaved women 
and they turned away his heart. 
First Kings 11:4, 5 tells us about 
it as follows : 


and also after |; 
that, when the sons of God came’ 


“For it came to pass, when Solo- 
mon was old, that his wives turned 
away his heart after other gods: 
andl his heart was not perfect with 
the Lord his God, as was the heart 
of David his father. For Solomon 
went after Ashtoreth the goddess 
of the Zidonians, and after Milcom 
the abomination of the Ammon- 
ites.” 

For this cause God took away 
ten tribes. of the kingdom from 
Solomon's son. 

Nehemiah rebuked the sin of the 
Jewish remnant in his day in 
marrying unsaved women and 
used Solomon as an example. In 
Nehemiah 13:23-27 the account 
is given: 

“In those days also saw I Jews 
that had married wives of Ashdod, 
of Ammon, and of Moab: And their 
children spake half in the speech 
of Ashdod, and could not speak 
in the Jews’ language, but ac- 
cording to the language of each 
people. And I contended’ with 
them, and cursed them and smote 
certain of them; and plucked off 
their hair, and made them swear 
by God, saying, Ye shall not give 
your daughters unto their sons, 
nor take their daughters unto your 
sons, or for yourselves. Did not 
Solomon king of Israel sin by these 
things? yet among many nations 
was there no*king like him, who 


was beloved of his God, and God}: 


made him king over all Israel: 


nevertheless even him did outland- | 
Shall we} 


ish women cause to sin. 
then hearken unto you to do all 


this great evil, to transgress 
against our God -in marrying 
strange wives?” 

If one reads this who is a 


Christian, a child of God, but who 
plans to marry a child of the 
Devil and be yoked up with an 
unbeliever, then I beg you now 


not to commit this sin against] 


God, not to bring this. trouble 
upon yourself and upon your chil- 
dren! 


“Why Didn’t Some Preacher Show 
Me that Fifteen Years Ago!” 


I once held revival services in 


‘ 


a small town. in north Texas and 
preached on “Be Ye Not Upn- 
equally Yoked Together With Un- 
believers.’ The next day a woman 
who was not present at the prce- 
ceding service chided me saying, 
“I know what you preached last 
night and I don’t believe it.” From 
hearsay she had been displeased 
with my sermon. However, I told 
her that it was not my message 
but God's, and I turned in the 
Bible to II Corinthians 6:14 “nd 
had her read the plain comman 
of God not to be yoked up with 
unhelievers. I knew her case. She 
had married an unsaved man. A 
fourteen-year-old son was already 
grieving his mother’s heart and 
following in the footsteps of his 
unsaved father. When she read 
the Scripture she turned to me 
and her eyes filled with tears. This 
is What she said, ““‘Why didn’t some 
preacher show me that fifteen 
years ago!” I answered back thai 
I could not say for other preach- 
ers, but for my part I wanted : 

brokenhearted woman, because cf 
ignorance of the Word of God, 
blaming me for her sin and upn- 
happiness when it was fifteen 
years too late! Therefore, I am

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warning people not to be yoked 
up with unbelievers. 

In revival meetings again and 
again people make requests for 
prayers that their loved ones may 
be saved. If a father sincerely 
says, “Pray for my lost boy,” I 
find that usually that prayer is 
answered and the lost boy is saved. 
Where Christians do right, God is 
good to answer our prayers and 
requests; and when Christians join 
in prayer, many times their pray- 
ers are answered and unsaved 
loved ones are brought to God. But 
in évery revival campaign I hold 
there is one kind of request made 
again and again—the request of 
wives that people pray for the 
salvation of their unsaved hus- 
bands. I am sorry to say that in 
a majority of cases the revival 
services come to a. close and such 
husbands are not saved. Women 
ignore the plain command of God, 
go against the Bible and marry 
unsaved men, and then turn and 
ask God to put His, blessing upon 
their sin. In many cases a good 
and merciful God does answer 
their prayers, but in hundreds of 
such cases, for some good reason, 
He does not. 

Dear Christian girl, if you want 
some man saved, then get him 
saved before you marry him. To 
sin against God in this matter 
often means that you will so dis- 
please God and so compromise 
your own Christian influence that 
you will be unable to win to Christ 
the man who is to be the father of 
your children, and your lifetime 
companion. After you marry, then 
you ought not to leave your hus- 
band. But if you plan such a mar- 
riage, then heed the command of 
God and break up your plans, even 
though it be only one day before 
“the wedding. You may think it 


will break your heart now, but a 


heart broken in doing right will 
soon be healed by the mercy of 
a loving Heavenly Father. I warn 
you now that if you go headlong 
against the direct command of 
God in this matter your heart will 
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be broken a thousand times. After 
all, only one thing brings real 
trouble, and that is to sin against 
God. “Be ye not unequally yoked 
together with unbelievers.” 


II. The Sin of Christians 
Joining Lodges 

I suppose that half the preach- 
ers in some areas are members 
of lodges and secret orders. They 
have the Masonic Order to lay 
their cornerstones, they preach 
special sermons for Odd Fellows, 
they act as chaplains for the Ku 
Klux Klan, and encourage their 
members, both men and women, to 
join such secret orders. Probably 
the average preacher has not stud- 
ied the Bible prayerfully and ser- 
iously enough even to know that to 
be a member of the lodges violates 
the explicit command of the Bible! 

All over the country an exam- 
ination would often find the same 
names on the church roll and the 
lodge roll. The same faces show up 
at the deacon’s or steward’s 
meeting and the-Shriner’s dance; 
the same young men are on the 
B. Y. P. U. or the Epworth League 
program and at the revels of the 
DeMolay. The church and the 
world, saved and lost, are yoked 
together all over the country; and 
the shameful fact is that the world 
is going to Hell largely because 
one cannot tell the difference be- 
tween God’s man and the Devil’s 
man, the saved and the unsaved, 
the redeemed and the condemned. 

Once I was in a great revival 
in. Greenville, Texas, and found 
that young men of the churches 
had been led into the DeMolay 
Lodge by older Masons, particu- 
larly by some preachers. When I 
preached plainly on this subject 
a young man came to me greatly 
troubled and explained that they 
always had prayer at every meet- 
ing of the DeMolay. 

I had just been told that the De- 
Molay Lodge regularly had dances, 
and so I said to him, ‘“‘Do you have 
prayer at the dances!” 

“Oh yes,” he answered, ‘‘We be- 
gin every dance with prayer.” Do 
you believe that God heard and 
was pleased? Lodges may have the 
outward form of righteousness, but 
they are a snare to any Christian 
who enters them. May God have 
pity on the preacher who leads the 
prayer asking God to bless the 
dances held by the lodges! It is a 
sin to be yoked up with unbeliev- 
ers! 

Saved people who yoke up with 
unbelievers lose their testimony, 
lose their influence until sinners 
can tell no difference and see no 
reason to be alarmed at their own 
wicked state. 


Lodges Filled With Unbelievers 

One who joins any of the princi- 
pal secret orders violates this com- 
mand of God not to yoke up with 
unbelievers. I will readily admit 
that there are many convérted 
men in the secret orders. I know 
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‘|}many good men who have done 


wrong about this matter. Many 
preachers have. My own father 
made this mistake. But it is cer- 
tainly true that not all the men in 
the lodges are Christian men. They 
are not required to be, they are 
not expected to be. A man does 
not need to profess to have been 
born again to be a good Mason, 
Odd Fellow, Elk or Klansman, A 


/+man who becomes a Mason must 


profess to believe there is a Su- 
preme Being in whom he puts his 
trust. But that God may be the 
god of Mohammedans, the god of. 
Buddhists or the god of _ the 
American Indian or any heathen 
deity. The orthodox Jew who be- 
lieves that Jesus Christ is the 
bastard son of a Jewish harlot, an 
impostor and deceiver, still makes 
a perfectly good Mason and is re- 
ceived without any request that 
he take the Lord Jesus Christ as 
his Saviour. 


There are Masonic Lodges in 
India that use the sacred Hindu 
writings for the Greater Light on 
the altar, instead of the Holy 
Bible. The sacred writings of any 
group which believes in a 
“Supreme Being” are acceptable 
enough for Masonic ceremonies. 
This means that while Masonry 
is a religion, it is not the Christian 
religion. The god of Masonry need 
not be the God of the Bible, the 
true God, and _ the bible of 
Masonry need not be the true 
Bible. I am simply saying that 
when one joins a Masonic Lodge, 
or any other major secret order, 
he is yoking together with unbe- 
lievers, and directly violating the 
command of God, by binding him- 
self with. those, many of whom 
do not profess to have trusted 
Christ as Saviour. 


When as a young minister I 
followed the advice of preacher 
friends and asked to be made a 
Mason, I was’ shocked beyond 
measure to learn that the man 
who had the leading part in in- 
itiating me as an Entered Appren- 
tice, was a man who did not be- 
lieve in the miracles, the virgin 
birth, the bodily resurrection nor 
anything of the kind. He was an 
out-and-out rationalist and the 
most influential member of that 
lodge! 
fane language and infidel belief, 
yet preachers in that lodge de- 
ferred to him and followed him! 
Young, inexperienced, and _ not 
knowing much about what the 
Bible taught on that subject, yet 
I felt then that I was out of place 
in the company of such men. I 
feel the same now. I asked God to 
forgive me, and I have never been 
back since. Since that time I have 
read all the authorized Masonic 
literature I could find, Monitors, 
Burial Service, Masonic Encyclo- 
pedia, New Age Magazine, The 
Men’s House and much else be- 
sides. And the more I read the 
Bible, the more certain I become 
that the religion of Masonry is 
not the religion of the Bible. It is 
a religion of being saved by be- 
ing good, not a religion of being 
saved by the blood of Christ. 
Masonry, like other lodges, teaches 
that God is the Father of all men 
alike, not requiring people to be 
born again. The burial service of 
an unsaved Pharisee, conducted by 
a Masonic or other lodge, would 
be the same as for a soul-winning 
preacher. Masonry does not teach 
that men need to be born again, 
does not show a man how to be 
born again, does. not even require 
a personal faith in Christ and 
does not ask the applicant for 
membership to confess Christ as 
Saviour. The result is that saved 


‘and lost alike are in the lodge 


together. The unsaved have as 
much influence as the saved, usu- 


k| ally more. The Christian man in 


the lodge is not the highest type 
of Christian, not the vigorous, ag- 
gressive, soul-winning Christian 
leader. The unsaved group domin- 
ates and sets the program for 
compromising Christians 
who join with unbelievers in the 
lodges. 


Other Orders as Bad as Masonry 
or Worse 


I have used as an example the 
Masonic Order, for several reasons. 
It is the most ancient, probably 
the best-known, and one of the 
best of the orders, but it is un- 
christian, contrary to the Bible 
and largely filled with unbelievers. 
What is true of Masonry is true in 


«| like manner of every other secret 


order with which I am familiar. 
They all receive members who do 


He was a man of pro-' 


not profess to have been born 
again on the same basis as chil- 
dren of God. All alike encourage 


lost men to believe that they can 


be saved without the blood of 
Christ, that all one needs is to 
live up to his vows. Remember 
that the one, plain, unmistakable 
command of God on this matter is 
that Christians should not: yoke 
up with unbelievers. Whatever 
else you know about the lodges, 
good or bad, you must admit, and 
all informed people do admit, that 
the lodges do not demand a change 
of hearf™’as a requirement for 
membership. 


Lodges Do Much, Good | 
You may say that lodges do 
much good and I do not deny it. 
I am glad for all the orphan 


‘children cared for by Masonic and 


Odd Fellows orphans’ homes and 
all crippled children treated by the 
Shriners. But if #hat is the reason 
for joining a lodge, there would 
be a far better reason for joining 
the Roman Catholic Church. While 
Masons take care of the children 
of Masons, or of elderly Masons 
and their wives, Catholics through- 
out the world have given a won- 
derful example in the care of or- 
phans and the poor and the old. 
Honest men must admire the un- 
selfish Catholic sisters who usually 
make no distinction between the 
Catholic and Protestant in their 
benevolent institutions. Yet I can- 
not agree that New ‘Testament 
Christians ought to join in with 
the Roman Catholic Church. 
While I honor Catholics for all 
the good deeds they do, yet I do 
not believe that Roman Catholi- 
ism is Bible Christianity, nor that 
saved people should join them. 
No, good deeds done by some 
lodges, whether selfishly or un- 
selfishly, are no reason for Chris- 
tians joining with them and thus 
disobeying the plain command of 
God, “Be ye not unequally yoked 
together with unbelievers.” 


Good Men in the Lodges 


My critics will say that the 


lodges have many good men, and 
I grant it freely. I believe that in 
most of the lodges, perhaps all, 
there are many good men, even 
converted men, men who love God 


and want to serve Him. I am sorry 


to say there are thousands of 
preachers who are members of the 
lodges. But that does not make 
it right, and one should not join 
the lodges because somebody else 
did. Many preachers use tobacco 
though it defiles the body, grieves 
the Holy Spirit and sets a sorry 
and filthy example before’ the 
world. I cannot follow their exam- 
ple. Many preachers attend the 
lewd and vulgar modern picture 
show. They ought not to do it, and 
I cannot follow their example.. If 
there are good men in the lodges, 
they are there contrary to the 


plain command of God who said,{ 


“Be ye not unequally yoked to- 
gether with unbelievers.” We 
should not follow them in their 
sin. 


There are Christian people in 
lodges, but I remind you that 
they are not the happiest nor most 
useful Christians. Through these 
many years I have been carefully 
watching to see if I could find a 
man active and high up in the 
lodges and at the same time a 
successful and fervent soul win- 
ner. IT find that soul winning and 
lodge membership do not go to- 
gether. The man who disobeys 
God about yoking together with 
unbelievers loses power, loses testi- 
mony, and usually loses his inter- 
est in soul winning. How many 
preachers have left the pulpit to 
become Masonic lecturers! My own 
dear father, one of the best ‘men 
that I ever knew, an humble 
preacher of the Gospel, became so 
absorbed in Masonic work that for 
two years’ time he did not enter, 
for regular services, the building 
of the church where he was a 
member! What a joy it was to me 
in a great revival at Decatur, 
Texas, to enlist my father, preach 
to him the Gospel, and see him 
again as in former years, go out 
among men to put his arms around 
hardened sinners and lead them to 
Christ. God opened again for him 
the fountain of tears over sin- 
ners. God turned his feet again 
in soul-winning ways. But the 
lodges had dried up his soul until 
he had well nigh lost faith in the 
doctrines he had once preached. 

I have held revival campaigns 
in thirty-two. states these last 
thirty years. Everywhere I have 


gone, I- have found that those | 
active in lodge work were not. 


active in revivals. The chairman of 
the boards of deacons, the Metho-’ 
dist stewards, the Sunday School 
teachers: who were active lodge 
members, remained away from the 
revival on lodge night. My ex- 
perience proves that God’s Word 


is right. But experience or no 


experience, I know that the only 
safe guide is the Word of God, and 
it commands, “Be ye not unequally 
yoked together with unbelievers.” 


What Should the Lodge Member 
Do? | 


The Scripture at the beginning 
of this message tells us what to 
do: 

“Wherefore come out from 
among them, and be ye separate, 
saith the Lord, and touch not the 
unclean thing; and I will receive 
you, And will be a Father unto 
you, and ye shall be my sons and 
daughters, saith the Lord Al- 
mighty.’”—II Cor. 6:17, 18. 

God tells you what to do and He 
said, “Come. out from among 
them.” 

Leave the silly trappings of the 
lodges. You are not a child, to 
dress up in a cowboy suit-and ride 
a “stick horse’ nor to wear an 
Indian suit with feathers down the 
back. God does not mean His 
people to help unbelievers in such 
foolishness. : 

Come away from the secret 
things, the things taught behind 
closed doors, the things you are 
not free to share with other Chris-. 
tians, those secret things that God 
will one day bring to light. 

Come away from those lodge 
oaths. They are blasphemy. The 
yoke is real; it is oath-bound. The 
oath you take upon you in the 
lodges binds you by oath. to favor. 
lodge members, even. if they .are 


unsaved, above Christians who are: 


not lodge members. When Jesus 
commanded us to “swear not at 


all” (Matt. 5:34), then-it ‘is poor ~ 


business for a Christian to take 
such blasphemies upon his lips and 
to bind himself in a yoke with -un- 
believers. “(Come out from among 
them,” God. says! And then we 
have the promise of God that He 
will reeeive us, He will be to us 
a Father and we shall be’: 
His sons-.and daupnter 


want the joy of the Spirit's pres* 
ence, the joy of unbroken fellow- - 


ship with God, then break your 
yoke with unbelievers today. Come 
out and be separate and God will 
bless you. (The author’s 80-page

III. To Yoke Up in Churches 
and Denominations With 
Unbelievers is a Sin 


The Bible has much to say about 
‘God’s people living a life of.-sep- 
aration from _ sinners, but’ the 
greatest emphasis is always placed 
on the teaching that Christians 
should not mix with unbelievers 
in the matter of religion. If it is 
wrong for a Christian to yoke up 
with unbelievers in marriage and 
for God’s people to join with un- 
believers in oath-bound lodges, it 
is even more important that 
Christians should have no “yoke,” 
no “fellowship,” no “agreement,” 
no “part,” no “concord,” with un- 
believers in churches and religious 
programs. 

Years ago it was taken for 
granted that every man in the 
church believed the Bible. It is 
not so now. Unsuspecting Chris- 
tians sometimes think that all 
preachers and Christian leaders 
certainly believe the Bible. The 
shocking fact is that many preach- 
ers are practically infidels. 


Infidelity Among Preachers 

A few years ago the following 
account of a questionnaire sent out 
to preachers, concerning the funda- 
mental doctrines of the Christian 


press. 


“Existence of Real Hell and Devil | i 


Denied by Pastors in 
Questionnaire” 


“Chicago; Feb. 8—Existence of 
hell as a real place’ was denied 
today by 69 of each 100 Protestant 
ministers in answer to a North- 
western university school of educa- 
tion questionnaire that disclosed 
many modifications in religious 
belief. | 

“That ‘there is no devil’ was 
the assertion of 54 per cent of the 
clergymen. A majority of the pas- 
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tors were opposed to having chil- 
dren taught that so-called God- 
sent punishment such as earth- 
quakes, fires and floods were pun- 


- jshment for sin. 


“Kighty per cent voted against 
teachings that ‘hell is a place of 
burning.’ = : 

“Of the 500 ministers who 
answered the questionnaire only 48 
per cent said they would teach 
junior high school pupils that 
judgment day is really coming. 
Thirty-nine per cent said it would 
not come to pass. 

“The existence of heaven was 
doubted by 41 per cent who re- 
commended that it be eliminated

instructions. 
per cent believed in angels. 

“All were virtually unanimous 
in their belief that ‘God still runs 
the world.’ On the question of a 
future life 92 per cent recom- 
mended teaching that those who 
die go right on living. 

‘Nineteen per cent held that 
God keeps a record of the individ- 
ual’s bad deeds in a book, while 
74 per cent disagreed. Seventy-two 
per cent supported the deity of 
Jesus Christ while 26 per cent 
were in opposition.”’ 

Sixty-nine out of every hundred 
of these preachers believed that 
there is no real Hell! More than 
half of them said, ‘‘There is no 
devil”! More than half did not be- 
lieve in teaching that judgment 
day is really coming, and nearly 
half doubted the existence of 
Heaven! Eighty per cent did not 
believe Hell was a real place of 
burning. Of these five hundred 
Protestant preachers, only one out 
of five believed what the Bible 
says about Hell, and others doubt- 
ed the inspiration of the Bible, 
the deity of Christ and even 
the fact of immortality of the 
soul! It is a startling fact that 
many preachers, many professors 
in so-called Christian colleges and 
denominational leaders, are un- 
believers. They do not believe the 
Bible, they do not believe Christ, 
many of them have not trusted 
Him as Saviour, What does the 
Bible say about *yoking up with 
these unbelievers?

False Teachers and False Prophets 
Were Foretold 


It is not surprising to one who 
knows the Bible, that some preach- 
ers should prove false to their 
sacred trust and preach their un- 
belief. The Bible has plainly fore- 
warned us of the coming of. such 
preachers. Paul, leaving the great 
church at Ephesus’ with tears, 
warned the elders or preachers 


tof that church as follows: 


“Take heed therefore unto your- 
and to all the flock, over 
the which the Holy’ Ghost hath 
made you overseers, to feed the 
church of God, which he hath pur- 
chased with his own blood. For I 
know this, that after my depart- 
ing shall grievous wolves enter 
im among you, not sparing the 
flock. Also of your own selves sitall 
arisé, speaking perverse 
things, to draw away disciples 
after them. Therefore watch and 
remember, that by the space of 
three years I ceased not to warn 
"Acts 20:28-31. 
that men, even 
preachers, would turn away from 


In I Timothy 4:1 the same 
warning is given again: 

“Now the Spirit speaketh ex- 
pressly, that in the latter times 
some shall depart from the faith, 


‘giving heed to seducing spirits, and 
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night and day with 


doctrines of devils.” 

“In the latter-times” this de- 
parting from the faith will be 
worse than before, we are told! 
Again in Paul’s second letter to 
Timothy, II Timothy 3:13, Paul 
warns the young preachers, “But 
evil men and seducers shall wax 


bein® deceived.” In the next chap- 
ter this warning continues, that 
the time should come when people 
will “turn away their ears from 
the truth, and shall be turned 
unto fables.”’ 


“There Shall ‘Be False Teachers 
Among You, Who Privily Shall 
Bring in Damnable Heresies” 
Poor, blind weaklings that we 

Christians are, the Lord saw that 

we needed to be warned again 

and again concerning false teach- 
ers! In II Peter 2:1-3, is the fol- 
lowing passage: 

“But there were false prophets 
also among the people, even as 
there shall be _ false teachers 
among you, who privily shall bring 
in damnable heresies, even deny- 
ing the Lord that bought them 
and bring upon themselves swift 
destruction. And many shall fol- 
low their pernicious ways; by 
reason of whom the way of truth 
Shall be evil spoken of. And 
through covetousness shall they 
with feigned words make mer- 
chandise of you: whose judgment 
now of a long time lingereth not, 
and their damnation slumbereth 
not.” 

The Scripture does not use soft 
words in talking about false teach- 
ers. It says that they “shall bring 
in damnable heresies, even deny- 
ing the Lord that bought them,” 
and we are told that this false 
teaching will be brought in “priv- 
ily’ and “with feigned words.” 
What an accurate picture that is 
of modernistis! They pretend to 
believe in the Bible, the miracles, 
salvation, Heaven, etc. But when 
they say the Bible is_ inspired, 
they mean just like other good 
books are inspired. They say that 
Jesus is the Son of God, but 
they say that so are we all the 
sons of God! They may say they 
believe in miracles, but. in the 
next breath they say that the 
radig, and printing press are mir- 
acles. Actually their words are 
“feigned words,” for secretly, that 
is privily, they are bringing in 
damnable doctrines that deny the 
Lord that bought them, deny the 
Bible, God’s Word. When you read 
the news clipping above concern- 
ing the five hundred preachers, 
most of whom do not believe the 
Bible, and read this passage of 
Scripture, you will see that the 
Lord knew what He was talking 
about! What the Lord foretold in 
His Word has now come to pass. 

The sad truth is told, in verse 
2 above, that “many shall follow 
their pernicious. ways”! In these 
wicked, modern days, many people 
follow unbelievers and medernists. 
Verse 3 tells us that such modern- 
ists and unbelievers still claim. to 
be preachers, still claim to be 
Christians, though they do not 
believe the very fundamentals of 
the Christian faith, sometimes 
deny the Lord Himself and would 
take away from His head the 
crown of deity. But they hold on to 
the form of Christianity, while 
they preach their wicked unbelief 
“through covetousness.” They 
want to deceive common Christian 
people so they can receive their 
nice salaries! How true the Bible 
proves itself to be! Before our 
eyes today we find these words 
fulfilled. 


What Should Christians Do? 

What should Christians do when 
they find such false teachers, 
preachers and Christian people un- 
true to the Bible, unbelievers in 
the Bible, the blood atonement, 
the deity of Christ, the miracles, 
and a literal Hell? That question 
is plainly answered in the Scrip- 
tures. Christians should not be 
yoked together with unbelievers. 
Particularly they should not be 
yoked with unbelievers in the 
churches and religious work. To 
be in a church with unbelievers, 
skeptics, and doubters is to dis- 
obey the plain command of Christ. 
To support such a preacher or 
teacher is a sin against God for 
which one will certainly have to 
give an account to God when he 
stands at the judgment seat of 
Christ. 


“Earnestly Contend fer the Faith” 
Every Christian who wants to 


please Christ should be a cam- 
paigner, a sincere crusader for 


worse and worse, deceiving, and | 


the true Gospel. Jude, verses 3 and 
4, gives us the instruction that we 
should “earnestly contend for the 
faith” and warns us again of evil 
men who will creep in unawares, 
denying the only Lord God. Read 
these verses: 

“Beloved, when I gave all dili- 
gence to write unto you of the 
common salvation, it was needful 
for me to write unto you, and ex- 
hort you that ye should earnestly 
contend for the faith which was 
once delivered unto.the saints. For 
there are certain men crept in un- 
awares, who were before of old 
ordained to this condemnation, un- 
godly men, turning the grace of 
our God into lascwiousness, and 
denying the only Lord’ God, dnd 
our Lord Jesus Christ.” 

There will be some Christians 
who will contend for “peace.” But 
this Scripture does not tell us to 
have peace with modernists, ra- 
tionalists, unbelievers, false teach- 
ers who deny the Lord Jesus 
Christ. Some people do not like 
“contentions” they say. But wheth- 
er we like it or not, to con- 
tend for the faith is the plain 
duty commanded for every Chris- 
tian. Any kind of Christianity that 
wants peace with unbelievers and 
agreement with doubters and fel- 
lowship with modernists, goes 
against the plain command of 
II Corinthians 6:14-16. Read again 
what God _ says about having 
“peace” or fellowship” or “com- 
munion” or “concord” or “part” 
or “agreement” with such unbe- 
lievers: 

“Be ye not unequally yoked to- 
gether with unbelievers: for what 
fellowship hath righteousness with 
unrighteousness? and what com- 
munion hath light with darkness? 
And what concord hath Christ 
with Belial? or what part hath he 
that believeth with an infidel? And 
what agreement hath the temple 
of God with idols?” 

According to this Scripture, it 
is sin to seek peace with such 
company. They are the enemies of 
Christ and the Bible. Honest Chris- 
tians may differ as to some details 
of Bible interpretation, but honest 
Christians cannot differ about the 
deity of Christ nor whether the 
Bible is all God’s Word, infallibly 
true, nor about the blood atone- 
ment nor about the miracles such 
‘as the virgin birth and the bodily 
resurrection of Christ, the crea- 
tion of the world by the direct 
act of God, etc., nor about a lit- 
eral Hell. When a man. dissents 
from what the Bible says on such 
great fundamentals of the faith, 
then that man has no right to call 
himself a Christian, much less a 
preacher of the Gospel or a teach- 
er of the Bible. Such a man is 
an imposter, a deceiver, a false 
prophet. An honest infidel one 
might somewhat respect, even 
though the Bible calls him a fool. 
But an infidel in the garb of a 
preacher with language of deceit 
because of covetousness, is a wolf 
in sheep’s clothing, a base hypo- 
crite. He forfeits the respect of 
decent people and should have 
open scorn and public exposure at 
the hands of true Christians 
everywhere. The Bible commands 
us to contend earnestly for the 
faith. 


Do Not Receive False Teachers 
Into Your House nor Bid 
Them God Speed 


The attitude of an honest Bible- 
believing Christian toward unbe- 
lievers and those who do not abide 
in the doctrine of Christ is plainly 
told in the Second Epistle of John, 
verses 9 to 11: 

“Whosoever transgresseth, and 
abideth not in the doctrine of 
Christ, hath not God. He that abid- 
eth in the doctrine of Christ, he 
hath both the Father and the 
Son. If there come any unto you, 
and bring not this doctrine, receive 
him not into your house, neither 
bid him God speed: For he that 


of his evil deeds.” 

You can see from the above 
Scriptures that the Lord here 
means not simply an unsaved man, 
but one who brings the wrong 
doctrine about Christ, one who 
does not believe what the Bible 
teaches about Him. Here is the 
proper attitude for a Christian 
toward an unbelieving preacher, 
one who does not hold to the great 
fundamentals of the faith: “RE- 
CEIVE HIM NOT INTO YOUR 
HOUSE, NEITHER BID HIM 
GOD SPEED!” Do not let a mod- 
ernist preacher eat at your table. 
Do not let him sleep on your bed. 


Do not pay his railroad fare. Do 


biddeth him God speed is partaker | 


not wish him prosperity. Do not 
do anything to endorse or support 
a modernist. If you do, the Bible 
Says that you are a partaker of 
his evil deeds and will certainly 
suffer’. part of his punishment. 
This is another way of saying, 
“Be ye not unequally yoked to- 
gether with unbelievers.” Any 
yoke that binds a believer in the 
Bible with one who does not be- 
lieve the Bible is an unequal yoke, 
and it is wicked for a Christian 
to be bound by such ties. 


If Your Pastor Is a Modernist, 


What Then? 

Suppose you are a member of a 
church whose pastor is a modern- 
ist. I do not mean the pastor who 
may be wrong on some interpre- 
tation of Scripture. That is not 
modernism, I do not mean a pastor 
who is worldly. Worldliness is 
wrong, but that is not modernism. 
A modernist does not believe that 
the Bible is what it claims to be, 
the very Word of God. A modern- 
ist does not believe in the virgin 
birth of Christ, does not believe in 
His bodily resurrection. A modern- 
ist does not believe in the sub- 
stitutionary death of Christ, that 
Christ actually died in the sinner’s 
stead and paid for our sins on the 
cross. The modernist does not be- 
lieve in a personal regeneration, 
salvation through faith in the shed 
blood of Christ. The modernist 
does not believe in a literal Hell 
for Christ-rejecting sinners. Now 
supposing that your pastor is a 
modernist, an unbeliever in the 
Bible sense, and therefore _ is 
Satan’s man instead of God’s man, 
and brings Satan’s doctrine instead 
of Christ’s doctrine. What should 
a Christian do in such a case? 

The answer is plainly given in 
the Bible. Have no part or lot or 
agreement or concord or fellow- 
ship with such a man. Give not a 
penny to his salary for in so doing 
you would bid him God speed and 
be partaker of his evil deeds. That 
is the first thing. The second is 
to openly expose his modernism 
and “earnestly contend for the 
faith.” Christians ought not to be 
quiet and cowardly when it is 
plain duty to be like Paul, “set 
for the defense of the gospel” 
(Phil. 1:17). The third duty, I 
think, is obvious. If you cannot put 
out such a leader from the pastor- 
ate of the church where your fel- 
lowship is, then only one thing 
remains to be done and that is 
to leave it immediately. You can- 
not please God and remain yoked 
up with such unbelievers. 

To listen to a modernist without 
protest is a sin. To pay his salary 
is’ wickedness. To associate with 
him is,to\put righteousness with 
unrighteousness, light with dark- 
ness, Christ with Belial, and the 
temple of God with idols. “Be ye 
not unequally yoked together with 
unbelievers.”” Modernists often 


ery, ‘““Peace, peace,” but there is 
no peace. 
It is important that we use 


terms correctly. A man is not a 
modernist because he differs with 
you on baptism, though he may 
be wrong. To be untaught or to 
be mistaught on the second com- 
ing of Christ is not modernism. 
It is true that modernists are post- 
millennial in their belief, but not 
all postmillennialists are modern- 
ists. It is wrong, unbrotherly and 
misleading to call people modern- 
ists because you believe them to 
be wrong on some matter of scrip- 
tural interpretation. But on some 
major matters there is no room 
for essential disagreement among 
real Christians. On the fact of the 
inspiration of the Bible, on the 
deity of Christ, on the blood atone- 
ment, on salvation by faith, real 
Christians agree. They may differ 
in the way they express those doc- 
trines, and may differ on some 
corollaries of those doctrines, but 
real Christians must belir€ve that 
the Bible is what it claims to be, 
the inspired Word of God, and 
that Christ is what He claims to 
be, the virgin-born Son of: God, 
who died for our sins. Christians 
must believe that salvation is by 
the blood of Christ. One who does 
not so believe is a modernist, and 
Christians should not be yoked 
with modernists. 

There can be no peace on re- 
ligious grounds between believers 
and unbelievers, children of God 
and children of Satan.

2. A Christian should not help in 
the support of modernistic litera- 
ture and propaganda. In some 
churches where the Bible is be- 
lieved and _ preached, Sunday 
School literature is tainted with 
modernism. Mark it carefully, that 
I speak not of shallowness nor 
worldliness, and not. of mistakes in 
lesser doctrines, but of real mod- 
ernism on the essential doctrines. 
If your Sunday School literature 
denies the inspiration of the Bible. 
and its accuracy, denies salvation 
by the blood of Christ, denies the 
deity of Christ, His virgin birth, 
His miracles or His bodily resur- 
rection, then no Christian should 
have his children taught from 
such literature, and no Christian 
should co-operate in the spread of 
such literature and propaganda. 


Once I planned to join a certain 
church which had a good pastor, 
true to the Word of God. But 
denominational promotional litera- 
ture was regularly given out in 
the church. This literature mini- 
mized the importance of the Bi- 
ble, insisted on co-operation with 
modernistic denominational lead- 
ers, the support of schools which 
deny the faith, and the _ sup- 
port of a foreign missionary 
society which is principally con- 
trolled by modernists and their 
friends. I could not in good con- 
science put my family under the 
influence of such literature. I 
was not willing to be a member 
of a church which regularly spread 
such propaganda, written by 
enemies of Christ and the Bible. 


What can an earnest Christian 
do in such a matter? If your pas- 
tor believes the Bible and your 
church is a Bible-believing church, 
and yet if hurtful and dangerous 
and wicked propaganda, denying 
the essential doctrines of the 
Christian. faith, are circulated in 
your church, either in the Sunday 
School literature or denomina- 
tional promotional literature, 
what should you do? First, be a 
real Christian. Your pastor is 
probably just as anxious as you 
are to do right. Prayerfully and 
with humility, talk to your pastor. 
Your judgment might be wrong 
about what is modernism and what 
is not. Or your pastor very prob- 
ably would gladly take his stand 
against any outright modernism. 
Take time, be prayerful, ‘do not 
accuse others, and usually God’s 
people, as they are informed and 
properly led, will get rid of the 
offending literature and stay true 
to Christ and the Bible. 


There will be some sad cases 
when Christians must suffer for 
Christ. Sometimes Christians must 
leave the church where they have 
worshipped since childhood, the 
church where there are many 
lovely Christians and where the 
fellowship has been sweet. If that 
is clearly one’s Christian duty, 
then do it for Christ in love and 
faith, knowing that He will re- 
ward. 


But let each Christian make 
sure that he does not break fel- 
lowship over his own opinions and 
whims. Sometimes those who make 
the loudest ery about “modernism”’ 
are simply those who lost a place 
of leadership in the church and 
then accused others. Be sure that 
you act only for Jesus’ sake. To 
accuse people of modernism is a 
most serious thing, and a Christian 
should not do so except on definite 
proof. To bring division or dissen- 
sion in a church, to arouse con- 
tention, is a grievous sin, except 
where it is really necessary for one 
to ‘earnestly contend for the 
faith,’ as Jude clearly commands 
Bi iccctathesn:ci 
If a Christian cannot stay in 
a church without supporting mod- 
ernism, then he should leave the 
church and put his influence and 
labor and offerings where they 
will honor Christ and support work 
that is true to the Bible.

There 


‘}is only one course for Christians 


jand that is to earnestly contend 


for the faith and have no fellow- 


ship with the evil things that sur- 
round us. 

Jehoshaphat, the good king of 
Judah, pleased God in many ways, 
but he sinned in having fellowship 
with the wicked king of Israel (the 
northern kingdom). In II Chron- 
icles 19:2 we find the words of 
God’s displeasure carried to him 
by a faithful prophet, Jehu: . 

“And Jehu the son of Hanani 
the seer went out to meet him, 
and said to king. Jehoshaphat, 
Shouldst thou help the ungodly, 
and love them that hate the Lord? 
therefore is wrath wpon thee from 
before the Lord.” 

Should Christians help the un- 
godly? Should we who are bought 
with the precious. blood of Christ 
love them that hate the Lord? 
Surely that matter ought not to 
be hard for us to decide. James 
4:4 gives us plain words about 
compromising Christians who yoke 


up with unbelievers. Hear what 


God’s Word says: 

“Ye adulterers and adulteresses, 
know ye not that the friendship of 
the world is enmity with God? 
whosoever therefore will be a 
friend of the world is the enemy 
of God.” 

‘Those who are married to this 
wicked world are spiritual adult- 
erers. Even the friendship of this 
world is the enmity of God. To be 
a friend of this world is to be the 
enemy of God! 


IV. Conclusion 


As a closing thought, let me re- 
mind you that fhe Lord Jesus 
Christ, our great High Priest, is 
praised by Holy Writ as one “who 
is holy, harmless, undefiled, SEP- 
ARATE FROM SINNERS” (Heb. 
7:26). Jesus is fitted to be a High 
Priest because He is separate from 
sinners. This world was no friend 
to the Lord Jesus Christ; why 
should it be a friend to me? Jesus 
said, “If the world hate you, ye 
know that it hated me before it 
hated you” (John 15:18). Surely 
the servant is no better than his 
master nor the disciple than his 
Lord. Why should I seek the 
friendship and keep fellowship 
with a wicked world that crucified 
the Lord Jesus Christ? Why 
should I be yoked with men who 
hate Him today and will not take 
Him into their hearts? Whether 
it be in business or society or 
lodge or church, or anywhere else, 
the man who is the enemy of 
Christ would be my enemy if I 
were enough like Jesus. “All that 
will live godly in Christ Jesus shall 
suffer persecution” (II Tim. 3:12). 
No wonder the Bible says, ‘‘Woe 
unto you, when all men shall speak 
well of you!” (Luke 6:26). No 
wonder. we are commanded to re- 
joice and be exceedingly glad when 
men revile us and hate us for 
Jesus’ sake! 


I May Witness to Sinners but Not 
Be Yoked With Them 


Jesus died to save sinners and 
yet the Scripture says that He 
was “separate from _— sinners.” 
Jesus was called “the friend of 
publicans and sinners,” and yet his 
denunciation of their sin was so 
great that the jeering crowd 
mocked Him while He died on the 
cross. 

I may preach to sinners as Peter 
did at Pentecost, boldly denounce 
their sin, but if I would please 
God and keep my testimony, I 
must not sit down as he did with 
the soldiers who would crucify 
Jesus! : 


I may oppose the Philistines as 
Samson did, but I must not lie, 
as he did, with my head in the lap 
of Delilah if I would retain my 
God-given strength! 

I may go like the man of God 
out of Judah unto Jeroboam with 
his false altar at Bethel and then 
cry against the idolatry of that 
idolatrous king and that uncon- 
secrated place. If I am true to 
the Word of God, then God will 


protect. me from the wrath of 
Jeroboam and make my prophecy 
come true. But I dare not stop to 
eat or drink in that place lest I 
should meet a lion in the road 
to destroy me, as did that man of 
God in I Kings chapter 13. 

If you let this clear teaching of 
separation keep you from loving 
sinners, keep you from seeking 
them, weeping over them, yearn- 


ing, pleading, winning: them, you © 


will have utterly misunderstood 
this Bible teaching. Oh, we must 
love sinners as Jesus loves them, 
and must run after. them for Him 
and compel them to come in and 
be saved. But we must not bind 
ourselves to their ways nor yoke 
up with them. 


No Distinction Between Saint and 
Sinner, Between Saved and 
Lost 


Surely the reason for our 
troubles is this, that Christians 
have sold out to the world, have 
compromised with sin, have yoked 
up with unbelievers, so that God 
cannot bless us and sinners will 
not hear us. I find the average 
church member lives the same 
kind of life as a_ self-confessed, 
Hell-bound sinner. The deacon and 
the bootlegger often have much in 
common. The one is as mad for 
money as the other. They lie, they 
steal, they work on Sunday, they 
sell beer, they rent their property 
for immoral purposes, very much 
alike. Money is the god of both. 
What is the difference? 


The church member and the 
worldling go to the same rotten 
picture show, see the same scenes 
of lust and gangland and murder. 
What is the difference? 

Both saint and sinner tell the 
same dirty yarns. Both smoke the 
same brand of cigarettes; both 
smell just the same. The Christian 
is yoked up with the world. 

The bootlegger does not have fam- 
ily prayer, but neither does the 
average Christian! What is the dif- 


ference? The harlot woman does. 


not teach her children the Bible, 
but neither does the woman church 
member. The unsaved woman bobs 
her hair in defiance of the plain 
command of I Corinthians chapter 
11, but so does the president of the 
Women’s Missionary Union or 


Ladies’ Aid of the church and the 
solo singers in the choir. What 


is the difference? 
The Devil’s crowd dances and so 
do the church members. 


The children of darkness go to 
the night clubs, and there they 


drink their beer, but there they 
meet at the same tables with 
members of the church from the 
town where they live! And- why 
should they not? Wasn’t the beer 
voted in largely hy church mem- 
bers? God have mercy! 

The saved marry the unsaved. 
They join with them in lodges, 
take the same blasphemous oaths, 
take part in the same unholy 
amusements. False prophets arise 
to lead away our young people 
from the Bible, and church mem- 
bers support them with their 
money.

would not fade in the sun. They 
could soften steel until it could 
be tied in a knot. They could 
soften copper and make it pliable. 
They could make the most gor- 
geous tapestries and fabrics which 
are not excelled in modern times. 


It is true that knowledge has ad- 
vanced tremendously in our day. 
There are inventions in the lines 
of electric appliances that are 
modern miracles. Transportation 
has increased tremendously in ef- 
ficiency. Medical Progress has been 
phenomenal. Yet, with all of this, 
men’s hearts keep getting worse, 
men’s relationships deteriorate, 
and the world is full of hatred, 
intrigue and moral failure of every 
kind. The scientist can manufac- 
ture chemical products of great 
efficiency, but cannot mold a hu- 
man life into greater honesty and 
righteousness. 


Today in every department of 
life the older customs and pro- 
grams are being discarded. At one 
time sentences and proper names 
began with a capital letter. That 
has been thrown aside. In the 
older days people with brains were 
paid well for their services, but 
now the unskilled workman re- 
ceives more than the _ school 
teacher. 

In the early days of medical 
practice in our generation, the 
doctor treated the patient. Today 
he treats the disease. Science has 
developed methods, but has neg- 
lected the living person. 


With regard to the evolutionary 
hypothesis, let me state that the 
proponents of that philosophy 
draw largely upon their imagina- 
tion for conclusions which they 
publish as facts. In H. G. Wells’ 
book on The Outline of History, 
I find the expressions constantly 
occurring, “we think, we conclude, 
we believe, we guess,” and other 
Similar expressions, showing that 
his philosophy is based entirely on 
his imagination and not on facts. 
He uses the expression “there 
- can be little doubt,” whereas there 
is tremendous doubt about the 
matters under discussion, and 
those who know the Lord con- 
tinually doubt the statements that 
he makes. The pictures that he 
draws are mostly out of his imag- 
ination, and have no factual exist- 
ence. When the evolutionist states 
that .man has come from a stir 
and movement in the waters to 
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his present position, he is making 
a statement that has no founda- 
tion whatever in fact, and cannot 
be proved by any evidence of any 
kind. No one who sees the mar- 
velous complexities of the human 
body would ever for a moment 
believe that it happened by a 
progressive improvement from a 
lower state. 


Nothing whatever improves from 
within itself. Everything in nature 
reverts to type. Tomatoes might 
be developed by human ingenuity 
into a large, luscious fruit, but 
when left alone recede to the 
original type. Horses may be bred 
by wise men into large, fine, beau- 
tiful animals, but when left alone 
in the woods will revert to the 
original type. The field of wheat, 
through careful cultivation, may 
be brought to a high state of per- 
fection, but when left alone will 
become a weed patch. The orchard 
may be specially tended and 
guarded against every evil influ- 
ence until it produces large beauti- 
ful fruit. When left alone, how- 
ever, the fruit reverts to nubbins. 
The human baby born of college- 
bred parents of high intellectual 
stature, if left alone, will grow 
to be a jibbering idiot. Nothing 
improves with age? Everything 
deteriorates unless worked upon 
by an outside and superior power. 
These are facts which are prov- 
able and which deny all the 
theories—Darwinian, Lamarckian 
and Mendelian. 


One type of the evolutionary 
hypothesis is that there is improve- 
ment due to surroundings. Who- 
ever heard of a bad apple becom- 
ing good by being placed in a bar- 
rel of good apples. How could a 
bad egg in the container become 
good by being with good eggs. 
There is no such principle what- 
ever in nature. The sparrow in 
the cage with the canary will 
never become beautiful and be- 
come a singer, but the canary will 
lose its song. Every tendency in 
life is downward, nothing is up- 
ward. 

Any truth that may be called 
a science is provable in every 
aspect and from every angle. We 
know that carbon, oxygen and 
hydrogen make sugar, and also 
carbolic acid. We know that hydro- 
gen and oxygen make water. We 
know the atropine will expand the 
pupil of the eye. These are facts 
which can be proved, but when our 
so-called. scientific friend says, 
“through millions of animal gen- 
erations the spinning world circled 
about the sun; slowly its orbit 
which may have been nearly cir- 
cular during the equable days of 
the early Eocene, was drawn by 
the attraction of the circling outer 
planets into a more elliptical 
form,” then our friend is drawing 
on his wild imagination and mak- 
ing the conclusion which he pre- 
sents as a fact somewhat tempered 
by his words “which may have 
been.” There is no possible way 
of establishing this as a fact. 

We should note that all of the 
utterances by the evolutionists are 
directly in contradiction to the 


that which causes man to be so 


God. The teacher of “evolution” 
does ‘not give very much detail 
about the origin of potatoes, 
pansies and cactus. He does not 
seek to explain the origin of gold, 
silver, tin, platinum and air. He 
does not offer a solution to the 
problem of how oxygen and nitro- 
gen are manufactured in suf- 
ficient quantites and properly 
mixed in a proportion of 21 to 79, 
so that every living thing has air 
to breathe. Neither does he seek 
to explain how the fish in the.sea 
obtain one kind of lungs, and the 
birds of the air an entirely dif- 
ferent kind. He flings out state- 
ments which cannot be supported 
either by logic or by material 
facts. 


The great problem in the human 
family is the problem of sin. The 
atheist and the evolutionist have 
no answer for this. Sim wrecks 
nations and homes and individuals. 
Sin upsets dynasties and fills our 
asylums and jails. Sin saturates 
the soil with tears and with blood. 
Sin wrecks the finances of govern- 
ments and of business. Sin destroys 
character: and sends men to Hell. 
The atheist and the evolutionist 
offer no remedy: of any kind for 


completely different from all and 
every kind of animat. Neither does 
the “scientific” investigation re- 
veal why the earth revolves on 
its axis, nor why it rotates around 
its orbit, nor why the sun is not 
destroyed by its fire, nor why the 
stars hang in space. 


At the close of a service, a lad 
of twelve came to me rather tim- 
idly and said, ‘‘Me and my teacher 
had a fuss today.”

I said to the boy, “Did you be- 
lieve what the teacher said?” 

“No, I did not,” he replied. 

“I said to her, “Teacher, if the 
sun threw the earth off from it, 
what made the earth stop?’” 

‘“‘What did she say,” I asked. 

“She said, ‘You sit down.’ ” 

“Did you sit down?” 

“No, I asked her how long 
did the earth stay stopped before 
it started to turn around? She 
said to me, ‘If you don’t sit down 
I will send you home.’ I said, ‘But 
teacher, I want to know what 
made it go round and then what 
made it travel around in that great 
big circle that makes a year.’” 

“What did she say.” 

“She said, ‘I told you to sit 
down and you must do it.’” 

This conversation is typical of 
the philosophy of those who have 
no interest in God’s.

I asked a prominent government 
scientist and geologist in Washing- 
ton whether he thought the earth 
was ever a part of the sun. He re- 
plied at once that this theory had 
been discarded long ago. He said 
that the meteors which fall on 
this earth; and meteorites, never 
contain precious metals such as 
are found in the earth. He also 
said that the light given off by 
the sun did not reveal the pres- 
ence of any of these precious 
metals. Now, he said, since the 
earth has so muchrof gold, sliver, 
platinum, etc., 
been formed separately from the 
sun and could not have emanated 
from that great burning ball.

tongue is arranged with taste buds 
that we may be intelligent in our 
eating. The ears are formed in 
such a way that they break the 
sound and also hinder sounds with 
high vibrations and those with 
very low vibrations. The Scripture 
is clear which says that no human 
being could ever have devised such 
parts of the body. “He that planted 
the ear, shall he not hear? he that 
formed the eye, shall he not see?”

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lions, of professed Christian people 
have recited Sunday after Sunday, 
“I believe in God the Father Al 
mighty, Maker of heaven and earth 
and in Jesus Christ His Son who 
was conceived of the Holy Ghost, 
born of the Virgin Mary, suffered 
under Pontius Pilate.” And that 
man’s name is going down to eter- 
nal infamy beeause of the stand 
he took when our Lord Jesus was 
brought before him for judgment. 

Another name is_ intimately 
linked with that of Pilate in con- 
nection with the mock trial of our 
blessed Saviour. It is that of Her- 
od. He was a grossly carnal, de- 
praved and immoral wretch whose 
vile life disgraced the title he bore. 
He lost his soul because of the sin 
of impurity, that same damning sin 
that is ruining so many today. 
It ‘has cast down many thousands; 
yea, many strong men have been 
slain by it.’”’ Everywhere it is prev- 
alent, and until men judge the sin 
of impurity, until they come to the 
place where they are ready to be 
delivered from it, it is absolutely 
impossible to exercise saving faith 
in the Lord Jesus Christ. 

“Know ye not that the unright- 
eous shall not inherit the king- 
dom of God? Be not deceived:

Men cannot be saved in their 
sins; they can be saved only when 
they are ready to judge their sins 
and to be delivered. from them. 
Herod is the outstanding example 
of a man ruined for time and eter- 
nity through the sin of impurity. 
No such: stain as that seems to be 
upon the life of Pontius Pilate. 
There is no intimation in Scripture 
nor yet in what has come down to 
us in secular history concerning 
this man, that he was an immoral 
or licentious man, but NM is very 


evident that the sin that Kept him » 


from getting right with God was 
another one altogether,. and yet 
one that is very common among us 
today. The-sin-—that-ruimed-Pilate 
was that of selfish ambition. ‘This 
man was procurator of Judea and 
as such was vice-king and repre- 
sented the authority of Rome in 
Judea from about 26 A. D. until 37 
A. D. He was characterized by an 
overweening pride and ambition, 
and because of this he lost his soul. 
If you are unsaved, what is the 
sin that is keeping you from 
Christ? Is it that you dread what 
men might think of you if you 
came to God as a poor sinner, put 
your trust in the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and confessed Him as your 
Saviour? This was what destroyed 
Pilate. He went contrary to his 
conscience because he felt if he 
did not do so, he would lose his op- 
portunities for advancement in the 
Roman Empire. The threat of the 
Jewish hierarchy, “If thou let this 
man go, thou art not Ceasar’s 
friend: whosoever maketh him- 
self a king, speaketh against Cae- 
sar,” was too much for Pilate. 


Jesus Before Pilate 


It is very interesting to go back 
and read in the four Gospels the 
different accounts of what took 
place that morning when the Lord 
of Life and Glory stood before Pi-

late’s judgment seat. During the 
previous night He had passed 


Gaiaphas and Caiaphas’ father-in- 
law, Annas, and very early in the) 
morning, about 7 o’clock. our time, 
We was dragged into the presence 
of Pilate. The Roman governor 
had hardly finished his breakfast 
when the clamoring mob appeared 
in the door of the judgment hall. 
Not one of them was ready to put 
his foot across the threshold be- 
cause it was the Passover time and 
they would not dare step into the 
house of a Gentile lest they should 
be defiled. Yet they were deliber- 
ately rejecting the Saviour that 
God had provided for them. How 
many there are today who, just 
like these people, are very careful 
about religious observances, but 
still refuse to own themselves sin- 
ners and receive the Lord Jesus 
Christ as their Saviour. 

Pilate, hastily summoned, took 
his place upon the judgment seat. 
The Lord Jesus Christ was placed 
before him. Historians, theologians, 
artists have tried to picture Him 
standing there. We read that the 
people led Him bound to. Pilate, 
and generally the artists take it 
for granted that it was His wrists 
that were bound, but some tell us 
that the word in the original im- 
plies that it was a hangman’s rope 
that was placed around His neck! 
They led Him ignominiously along 
with the murderer’s halter around | 
His neck! They dragged Him in 
that way into the presence of Pi- 
late. Our friends of the Episcopal 
Church and different branches of 
the Catholic Church are accus- 
tomed to place around the neck of 
a clergyman what is called, “the 
stole,” and this has come down 
from ancient times as a reminder 
of the rope that was around the 
neck of the Son of God as He was 
dragged before Pilate. There He 
stood; He had made Himself a lit- 
tle lower than the angels with a 
view to the suffering of death: He 
had become a Man, and now He 
takes. the lowest place. He stands 


there condemned as a blasphemer 
by those He loved so tenderly, and 
they demand that Pilate  pro- 
nounce the death sentence upon 
Him. 


Conditions were such then that, 
in order to placate the Jews, it 
had been decreed that they might 
have the right of judgment-in all 
cases having to do with the viola- 
tion of their own laws; but the 
power of life and death rested with 
the Roman procurator. They had 
declared Jesus. a blasphemer but 
had no authority to carry out their 
own judgment, and so came to Pi- 
late that he might confirm it and 
put the Lord Jesus Christ to death. 
Pilate naturally asked the ques- 
tion, “What accusation bring ye 
against this: Man?” They had no 
accusation which would stand in 
a Roman court; no accusation 
which would be of any value 
toward the condemnation of 
the prisoner. They answered, 
“If He were not a malefactor, 
Wwe would not have delivered 
Him up unto thee® as much 
as to say, “You insult us when you 
ask for an accusation. We would 
not have delivered Him unto you 
if we were not confident of His 
being a malefactor.” 


Jesus Admits His Deity 


Pilate looked upon them with 
that contempt which the Romans 
always felt for the Hebrews, and 
said, “Very well, then, if you have 
no accusation, you take Him and 
judge Him according to your law.” 
But they said, “It is not lawful for 
us to put any man to death.” And 
Pilate looked on in wonder. He 
gazed on the face of the prisoner 
before him. What should he do 
with Him? He would have been as 
insensate as the marble images in 
his court, if his heart had not been 
moved by the plight of the prison- 
er, and so he entered the judg- 
ment hall again and called Jesus 
to'-him personally, and said, quiet- 
ly, “Art Thou the King of the 
Jews?” Jesus answered by putting 
a question to him, “Sayest thou this 
thing of thyself, or did others tell 
it thee of Me?” In other words, 
“Are you asking Me this because 
of a real desire to know, or did 
somebody tell you that I am the 
King of the Jews?” Then Pilate 


4 condemns. That is why you cannot 


face. “Thine own nation and the 
chief priests have delivered Thee 
unto me: what hast Thou done?” 
In other words, “They say you 
claim to be the King of the Jews; 
is this true?” Now, convinced that 
up to this point he is really an hon- 
est man in perplexity, Jesus makes 
that good confession of which 
Saint John speaks, “My kingdom 
is not of this world [that is, not of 
this. present order] if my kingdom 
were of this world, then would my 
servants fight, that I should not 
be delivered to the Jews; but now 
is my kingdom not from hence.” 
Pilate looked up quickly and said, 
“Art Thou a King then?” Jesus 
answered, ‘“Thou sayest that I am 
a King. To this end was I born, 
and for this cause came I into the 
world, that I should bear witness 
unto the truth. Every one that is 
of the truth heareth my voice.” 
Here is a challenge. 


When Jesus stood before Caia- 
phas He answered not a word until 
Caiaphas put Him on oath and 
said, “I adjure Thee by the living 
God.” Then Jesus said, “Thou hast 
Said; nevertheless I say unto you, 
Hereafter shall ye see the Son of 
Man sitting on the right hand of 
power, and coming in the clouds of 
heaven.”’ Then Caiaphas rent his 
garments and exclaimed, “He hath 
spoken blasphemy; what further 
need have we of witnesses? Be- 
hold, now ye have heard His blas- 
phemy.” It was contrary to the 
law for the high priest to rend his 
garments, and the moment he did 
that the priesthood passed away 
from Israel. But Jesus did not an- 
swer Caiaphas until he put Him 
on oath. He knew there was no 
honesty, no desire to know what 
was true, but He gave to Pilate the 
benefit of the doubt. 


Why Sinners Do Not Trust 
in Christ 


Pilate seemed to be sincere, it 
seemed as though he would really 
like to know, and so Jesus ex- 
plained very carefully, and then 
closed with the challenging word: 
“Everyone that is.of the truth 
heareth my voice.” Let me bring 
that home to you. “Every one that 
is of the truth heareth my 
voice.” Do not say to me, 
do not say to the Spirit of 
God, do not say to your own soul, 
“T cannot believe that Jesus Christ 
is the Son of God; I cannot believe 


head of a spiritual kingdom.” To 
say that implies that you are not 
an honest man.’‘or woman, for 
Jesus Christ says, “Every one that 
is of the truth heareth my voice.”’ 
If you are determined to be true, 
if you are determined to be real, if 
you mean to be honest to the deep- 
est convictions of your own soul, 
you will know who He is. He says 
elsewhere, “If any man willeth to 
do His will, he shall know of the 
doctrine, whether .it be of God, or 
whether I speak of myself’ (John 
7:17). If a man says, “I would like 
to believe, but some way I cannot,” 
the reason is not difficult to find. 
If you say you would like to be-

‘If Pilate had said, “What is it? 
Explain it, make-it clear to me,” 
Jesus would have unfolded the 
truth to him, but he put the ques- 
tion, ‘What is truth?” and turned 
away. Yet he was convinced that 
Jesus was not guilty of any crime 
against the government. He said to 
the people, “I find in Him no fault 
at all.” 


Pilate Trys to Avoid Decision 


And then as they accused Him 
vehemently, somebody mentioned 
the fact that He was a Galilean, 
and Pilate immediately took it up 
and said, “Is He from Galilee? 
Well, Herod is the tetrarch of Gali- 
lee and is here at the present time. 
I will let him pass upon the case.” 
This seemed to Pilate a convenient 
way of getting out of taking a def- 
inite stand for or against the Lord 
Jesus Christ. We know what hap- 
pened when Jesus went to Herod. 
Herod, hard and cruel, with a con- 
science seared as with a hot iron, 
allowed those soldiers of his to 
mock the blessed Christ of God, 
and sent Him again to Pilate. And 
Pilate said to himself, “How shall 
I get out of this? Here is Jesus; 
I must do something about Him. 
I do not believe He is guilty, but 
these Jews insist that He is. How 
can I get out of it?” Then he re- 
membered that in order to curry 


favor with the Jews. an edict had 


been pronounced that at the Pass- 
over time the Roman government 
would set free one Jewish prisoner, 
whomsoever the Jews desired. 

At that time there was a notable 
Jewish robber, Barabbas by name, 
in prison. Barabbas means, “son of 
the father.” Jesus was the true 
“Son of the Father.” Now Pilate 
says, “I am going to give you the 
opportunity of setting a prisoner 
free; you shall enjoy the preroga- 
tive and say who shall be free. 
Will ye therefore that I release 
unto you the King of the Jews?” 
But they all cried out, “Not this 
Man, but Barabbas.”’ Though Bar- 
abbas was a patriot he was a rob- 
ber and murderer. Pilate hesitated 
and thought, “They have put me 
in a tight place, whatever shall I 
do now? If I let Barabbas go free, 
I do not know what to do with 
Jesus.” 


A Wife’s Warning 


Just then a page came in and 
attracted his attention. He had 
come with a note for Pilate. It was 
a message from’ his own wife and 
it said, ‘““‘Have thou nothing to do 
with that just Man: for I have 
suffered many things this day in 
a dream because of Him.” It was 
probably signed by her. We know 
her name, for it has come down 
in history. Her name was Claudia 
Procula. The early Christians 
said she died a Christian. As Pilate 
looked at that his hand trembled. 
He loved his wife so tenderly and 
now she was pleading for the life 


of this prisoner and the people 
were still crying, “Barabbas! Bar- 
abbas! Release unto us Barabbas.”

Pilate stood before them and 
presented Jesus as he said, “Be- 
hold the Man!” Surely as they 
gaze upon Him, as they look upon 
that innocent and yet marred face, 
their hard hearts will be softened;

But they cried out the 
more vehemently, “Not this Man, 
but Barabbas,” and then he put 
the question that has come ringing 
down the ages, the question that 
comes to every man or woman to- 
day, ‘“‘What shall I do then with 
Jesus which is called Christ?” “If 
I use the prerogative of releasing 
one man and that one is Barabbas, 
what shall I do with this Man?’

How Pontius Pilate Lost His Soul

pr iests they cried with one voice, 
“Crucify Him! Crucify Him!” Pi- 
late stood there again in perplex- 
ity. He went back to the judgment 


seat and summoned Jesus once 
more and put the question, 
“Whence art Thou?” In other 


vords, ‘Where do you come from, 
and what is your origin? You are 
different from other-men; who are 
you really? Whose case is it upon 
which I am called to pronounce 
judgment today?” 

But Jesus gave him no answer. 
It was evident that Pilate was no 
longer the honest inquirer. He was 
determined to placate the Jews 
and yet hold favor with Caesar, no 
matter what it might mean. How- 
ever, he would like to release Je- 
sus. But there is no reply. And 
Pilate says, “Speakest Thou not 
unto me? Knowest Thou not that 
1 have power to crucify Thee, and 
have power to release Thee?” In 
other words, “Don’t you know that 
the issues of life and death.are in 
my hands?” 

Then Jesus spoke, and He put 
the judge in the place of the pris- 
oner when He said: ““Thou couldest 
have no power at all against Me, 
except it were given thee from 
above; therefore he that delivered 
me unto thee hath the greater sin.” 

Now Pilate uses every effort in 
his power to move the hearts of 
these people to pity, to sympathy, 
but the answer comes: “If thou let 
this man go, thou art not Caesar’s 
friend: whosoever maketh himself 
a king speaketh against Ceasar.” 
There is an accusation at last! 
This man is setting himself up as a 
king in rebellion against Caesar, 
and now, Pontius Pilate, if you 
let Him go, we will send. the 
charge to Rome that we found this 
man teaching sedition, and that in- 
stead of pronouncing sentence 
upon Him you let Him go free, and 
you will lose your position! 

The governor had taken a basin 
of water and ostentatiously washed 
his hands in it, saying, “I find no 
fault in Him.” He brought Jesus 
forth once more with a crown of 
thorns pressed upon His brow and 
and said, ‘‘Behold your King!” but 
again they cried, “Away with Him! 
Away with Him! Crucify Him!” 
Pilate asked but one more ques- 
tion, “Shall I crucify your king?” 
Again they exclaim, “We have no 
king but Caesar.” And weary with 
the struggle, Pilate gave up. What 
difference does it make? He will 
sacrifice one almost unknown Gali- 
lean Jew and save his own good 
name with Ceasar; so he delivered 
Jesus to be crucified and they took 
Him and led Him away. 

Pilate had every opportunity to 
be saved, but that overweening sin 
of ambition, that desire to be 
thought well of by Caesar, that 
desire to be looked up to by the 
people, was too much for him. He 
gave Jesus to the death of the 
cross in order to save himself from 
Shame, and what was the result? 


The centuries since have fixed 
upon him eternal infamy, “Cruci- 
fied under Pontius Pilate.” All his 


life long he had the memory of 
this miscarriage of judgment rest- 
ing in his mind and on his life, The 
dreadful thing was upon his con- 
science, and when some four or 
five years later he went out into 
eternity as a suicide, he went to 
face forever the charge, “Jesus 
was crucified under Pontius Pi- 
Jate.” He is facing it today and he 
Shall face it for all eternity. This 

man had the opportunity of siding 
with Christ in the hour of the 
Saviour’s great distress, but he de- 
livered Jesus to the will of the 
people. 

My friend, I bring the question 
home to you, “What will you do 
with Jesus which is called Christ?” 
Jesus is on trial here today; the 
Spirit of God is saying to you, 
“What are you going to do with 
Him?” You must do one of two 
things. Will you accept Him as 
your Saviour, own Him as Lord. 
or will you reject and spurn Him? 
You may say, 
to do anything about it now. I am 
going to think it through.” The 
very fact that you do vot decide to 
receive Him as Saviour and Lord 
is your decision to reject Him, at 
least at the present moment. Pon- 


es 
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‘said, 


tius Pilate tried to be neutral and 
found that it was an impossibility. 
You cannot be neutral. It is not 
enough to say that you recognize 
in Him the greatest and best of 
the sons of men; it is not enough 
to admit. that no other ever taught 
as Jesus taught; it must be more 
than that. You must see in Him 
the sinner’s Saviour; you must 
come to Him in all your guilt and 
trust Him for yourself. 

A few years ago a Jewish mer- 
chant died. He had a Christian 
friend who was in the same busi- 
ness, and they would often without 
any prejudice talk of the claims 
of Jesus Christ: The Jewish mer- 
chant had never accepted Christ as 
Saviour, and when he was dying 
his family did not want to allow 
any Gentile to get near him; but 
the Christian associate was eager 
to see him, and they felt that they 
could not refuse him because he 
had been a close friend. But they 
“You must not talk religion 
to him, you must not excite him.” 
He went in and sat for a moment 
by the bedside, touched the hand of 
his friend, and then knelt by the 
bed and silently lifted his heart to 
God. Soon there was a movement 
on the bed. The old man opened 
his eyes, tried to sit up, lifted his 
hand, and struggling to speak, said, 
“Not Barabbas, but this Man,” 
and he fell back dead. Do you see 
what he had done? He had re- 
versed the sentence of his nation. 
His nation had said, “Not this 


Man, but Barabbas,” but he said, 
“Not Barabbas, but this Man,” 


What are you saying? Do you 
prefer the robbers of earth, those 
who would rob you of everything 
good and pure and holy? Or will 
you definitely decide to take Jesus 
Christ to be your own personal 
Saviour? “What shall I do with 
Jesus which is called Christ?” 
Pontius Pilate made a fearful mis- 
take which is now irrevocable. It 
can never be changed; never-can 
he get away. from that awful sen- 
tence of the Creed, “Crucified un- 
der Pontius Pilate.” 


O my friend, be careful that you 
make not the same mistake by re- 
jecting Christ. Will you receive 
Him? Will you take Him as your 
Saviour? ‘Whosoever confesseth 
me before men him will I confess 
before my Father and His holy an- 
gels.” Will you make this good 
confession? Will you take Jesus 
Christ as your personal Saviour? 
The very moment you come to the 
place where you are ready to re- 
ceive Him, that moment He re- 
ceives you. “Him that cometh unto 
me I will in no wise cast out,’ 
Never mind what sin has been 
holding you back. Do you desire to 
be saved from it? Then come to 
Him, come to Jesus. “Thou shalt 
call His name Jesus, for He shall 
save His people from their sins.” 


What Will You Do With 
Jesus?
